Borough 
beats all 
for metal 
theft fall 

THE number of metal 
thefts in Sandwell have fall¬ 
en more sharply than any¬ 
where else in the country. 

West Midlands Police has 
revealed that there are 1,000 
fewer victims of metal thefts 
in the borough over the past 
year compared to the previ¬ 
ous two - a better reduction 
rate than anywhere else in 
the UK. That equates to a 
76 per cent drop in this kind 
of offence, leading to police 
officers receiving an award 
for their work. 

Pc William Moore, who 
oversees metal theft oper¬ 
ations in Sandwell, said: 
“Stolen metal is going to go 
through a scrapyard some¬ 
where, as opposed to stolen 
property which has many 
different disposal routes. 
We police scrapyards heav¬ 
ily, because if we can cut the 
disposal route there’s no in¬ 
centive to nick metal in the 
first place.” 

Last year new regulations 
for metal dealers came into 
force. But 12 months before 
the law came into force, Pc 
Williams and his team ran 
a similar voluntary pro¬ 
gramme with dealers to 
help them get used to the 
new rules. 

For their initiative, of¬ 
ficers were awarded with 
recognition from the Na¬ 
tional Metal Theft Task- 
force, set up in 2011 by the 
Gove rnment. _ 

Cunningham 

remembered 

A SPORTING dinner cele¬ 
brating the life of Baggies 
legend Laurie Cunningham 
was announced on Wednes¬ 
day - 25 years to the day 
since he died in a car crash 
aged just 33. 

Cunningham, who made 
more than 80 appearances 
for West Bromwich Al¬ 
bion, is fondly remembered 
among supporters for his 
playing style during his time 
at the club in the late 1970s. 

He was one of the first 
black player to turn out for 
England, winning six caps.

BLAST ALERT AS 
BANK TARGETED 


A TOWN centre was cordoned off 
by police after thieves attempted to 
blow up a cash machine. 

Officers were called to Barclays Bank, in 
Church Square, Oldbury, at 8pm on Tuesday, 
after the alarm was raised by a member of the 
public. 


A hole had been drilled 
into the machine and of¬ 
ficers believe someone may 
have tried to break it open 
by igniting gas. 

Police said that due ‘to 
the nature of the damage’ 
to the machine the area had 
been immediately cordoned 
off while checks were car¬ 
ried out for any presence of 
gas. 

Fire experts were called 
to the scene while police 
warned people to stay away 
from the town centre. Bir¬ 
mingham Street and Church 
Square were sealed off. No 
gas was found to be present 
and the cordon was lifted at 
around 9.30pm. 

A known practice for 
thieves attempting to raid 
cash machines is for them 
to drill a hole and then in¬ 
sert a pipe before filling it 
with gas. 

This is then ignited blow¬ 
ing open the machine and al¬ 
lowing access to the money. 
Officers later confirmed no 
cash had been taken and no¬ 
body was injured. 

Witnesses who saw an¬ 
yone acting suspiciously

around the bank are being 
asked to get in touch with 
police on 101. 

Officers are now trawl¬ 
ing through CCTV footage 
as part of the investigation 
and no arrests had yet been 
made. West Midlands Police 
spokesman Deb Edmonds 
said: “Police were called to 
an attempted robbery. 

“An ATM was tampered 
with and found to be dam¬ 
aged. The alarm was raised 
by a member of the public. 

“Due to the nature of 
the damage, because it had 
been drilled, the roads were 
closed off as a precaution 
as there may have been gas 
present.” 

Steven Lalli, a worker at 
the nearby One Stop shop 
in Birmingham Street, said: 
“There was a cordon out 
all last night stopping traf¬ 
fic coming up the road and 
there was a lot of police in 
the area. 

“We didn’t see or hear 
anything until the police 
arrived.”

and from West Bromwich, said: “I 
think my proudest moment is seeing 
all the children achieving.

“I’ve got a lot of happy memories of 
activities we’ve done, fun things with 
the children, and it’s been a lovely 
time.

Recently Miss Barlow has been over¬ 
seeing an expansion to Moat Farm, on 
Brookfields Road in Oldbury, that will 
see it become a four-form entry school, 


and it will welcome an extra 30 stu¬ 
dents from September. 

During her time there the school 
also opened a day nursery, which 
looks after babies from as young as six 
weeks old. 

Miss Barlow is now planning to 
spend more time with family and 
walking, and in August she will be 
getting married.

THE family of Baggies leg¬ 
end Jeff Astle are finally set 
to meet with FA chairman 
Greg Dyke to discuss issues 
surrounding head injuries 
in football. 

Daughters Claire and 
Dawn and wife Laraine 
have for months been try¬ 
ing to meet Mr Dyke and 
previously expressed their 
disappointment at a lack 
of a response. But now Mr 
Dyke has invited them to 
next month’s Community 
Shield match at Wembley, 
where Arsenal will take on 
Manchester City. 

However they want reas¬ 
surances that the invite will 
see them discuss medical is¬ 
sues and the Justice for Jeff 
campaign rather than just 
watch a football match. It 
is hoped top British neuro¬ 
pathologist Dr Willie Stew¬ 
art will join the Astles as 
they raise the issue of head 
injuries and concussion. 

Daughter Claire said: “We 
want to look at how the FA 
educate players. We’ll ask 
them to revisit the work 
they’ve done so far, but the 
fact we’ve been invited is a 
step forward.” 

It comes after it was re¬ 
vealed West Bromwich 
Albion are to introduce a 
range of initiatives to sup¬ 
port the campaign. Claire 
said a positive meeting was 
held with club officials on 
Friday.

YOW cor beat the Black Country - 
as the region is celebrated, we list 
the top 10 things which make peo¬ 
ple proud. 

1. The Black Country Dialect 

A source of pride in the Black 
Country is its distinctive dialect 
which is still widely spoken. It has 
led to a number of words and say¬ 
ings, such ‘Ow bin ya?’ for ‘How are 
you?’ and ‘fittle’ for ‘food’. 

2. Food 

Like all regions, the Black Coun¬ 
try has a selection of foods unique 
to the area which are enjoyed to 
the present day. Among the most 
popular dishes are Groaty pudding 
- which is made from soaked oats, 


beef, leeks, onion and beef stock, 
as well as gray peas, pronounced 
‘paes’. 

3. Drink 

Throughout its history, the Black 
Country has been the location for a 
host of world-famous breweries in¬ 
cluding Marston’s, in Wolverhamp¬ 
ton, and Holdens, in Woodsetton. 

4. Landmark Buildings 

The Red House Glass Cone in 
Wordsley, Dudley Castle and The 
Black Country Living Museum 
highlight the history of the area. 

5. Famous Names. 

A host of famous names hail from 
the Black Country including actor 
and comedian Lenny Henry and 


footballing legend Duncan Edwards, 
both from Dudley, and Led Zeppe¬ 
lin’s Robert Plant and comedian 
Frank Skinner who were both born 
in West Bromwich. 

6. Football 

Black Country folks are passion¬ 
ate about their football with teams 
such as Wolverhampton Wanderers 
and West Bromwich Albion. 

7. Industry 

The area was one of the most in¬ 
dustrialised parts of Britain with 
coal mines, iron foundries and steel 
mills. 

8. Mentions in Literature 

In The Old Curiousity Shop, 
Dickens describes the area’s factory 


chimney’s as they ‘poured out their 
plague of smoke, obscured the light 
and made foul the melancholy air.’ 

9. Myths and Legends 

Over its history the area has built 
up a number of legends. One of the 
most famous legends relates to Gor- 
nal and says a military band once 
marched through the area causing 
much excitement among residents 
with one putting his pig on the wall 
to give the animal a view as well. 

10. A Sense of Heritage 

People in the Black Country are 

proud of their heritage and the long 
history of the area which has led to 
the introduction of Black Country 
Day.

IF one word could sum up 
the joyous scenes cele¬ 
brating Black Country Day, 
it has to be bostin’. 

From one schoolgirl’s imag¬ 
ination came the bold chains 
and colours which link to create 
a symbol for the Black Country, 
as the area’s flag flew high at a 
number of venues. 

The idea for a festival of music, 
culture and, most importantly, fun, 
has led to the inaugural party on 
July 14, giving the community a 
cause to smile. The date was cho¬ 
sen as it marks the invention of the 
world’s first steam engine, the New¬ 
comen, in 1712. 

However, over the weekend peo¬ 
ple were out in their droves as a 
prelude to Monday’s festivities. 

But Black Country Day wasn’t re¬ 
stricted to the confines of the West 
Midlands, as there were celebra¬ 
tions taking place around the world. 

From soldiers serving in Afghan¬ 
istan to a ‘Tay and Caerke’ party in 
a library - it has never felt better to 
be a Black Countrymon. 

Festival founder ‘Black Country’ 
Gaz Sawers said: “I cor think of a 
better word than bostin’ to say how 
great it is that so many people are 
behind the festival and want to cel¬ 
ebrate Black Country Day.” 

Organised 

Hundreds of events took place 
at major attractions to community 
centres all geared up to give families 
and friends a cause for celebration. 

It proved a red, white and black 
extravaganza as the Black Coun¬ 
try Flag flew proudly as thousands 
turned out for the events. 

The Black Country Festival was 
organised to pull together many of 
the celebrations - and it proved a 
success story for the organisers. 

Traditional comedy stars like 
Aynuk mixed with a new genera¬ 
tion of performers like The Fizzogs 
as crowds celebrated the glorious 


return of the Black Country Night 
Out. 

More than 20,000 people poured 
through the gates of West Park and 
the newly named Wolverhampton 
and Black Country Festival pro¬ 
vided entertainment for the masses. 

The crowd around the main arena 
was five-people deep with monster 
truck shows and motocross displays 
wowing the crowds. 

The Black Country flag was dis¬ 
played with pride on the fence 


around the main arena, highlight¬ 
ing the area’;s proud heritage. 

Dudley’s Stone Street square was 
transformed as market stall holders 
sold their wares while the best Black 
Country music acts entertained. 

The Black Country Living 
Museum also hosted a packed 
programme of activities to give res¬ 
idents and tourists from beyond a 
true taste of a bygone age.

Shops are 
banned 
from sale 
of alcohol 

TWO stores have been 
banned from selling alco¬ 
hol after almost 200 bottles 
of counterfeit booze were 
seized. 

The shops, one in Smeth¬ 
wick and another in Hill 
Top, West Bromwich, were 
found by trading standards 
officers to be selling fake 
and duty free alcohol, along 
with smuggled cigarettes. 

A total of 112 bottles of 
vodka and whisky, of var¬ 
ious brands, were seized 
from Bargain Express in 
High Street, Smethwick, 
along with 41 packets of 
duty free cigarettes, during 
two separate raids at the 
shop. 

Meanwhile 37 bottles of 
vodka and whisky, again of 
various brands, were seized 
from Costcutter in Hill Top, 
West Bromwich. 

There, four bottles of 
vodka were entirely coun¬ 
terfeit and were found to be 
marginally under strength. 

Fake vodka and whisky 
being sold in the shop was 
of industrial strength. 

If drunk, the fake booze 
could have been a health 
risk. 

Sandwell Council’s trad¬ 
ing standards officers have 
since successfully made an 
application to the local au¬ 
thority’s licensing panel for 
the two stores’ licences to be 
reviewed. 

Kamla Devi from Costcut¬ 
ter has now had her licence 
removed, along with Cris- 
tian Bobocoa from Bargain 
Express. 

MP backing 
for bus bid 

AN MP is backing a cam¬ 
paign led by the charity 
Guide Dogs to make travel¬ 
ling by bus easier for people 
with sight loss. 

John Spellar, who rep¬ 
resents Warley, went to a 
reception at the Houses of 
Parliament in support of 
Guide Dogs’ campaign to 
make sure all new buses 
have audio visual (AV) next 
stop announcements. 

AV systems are only fitted 
to around one fifth of the 
bus fleet nationally, with 
the overwhelming majority 
of these buses operating 
in London. Guide Dogs is 
calling for the Government 
to require all new buses be 
fitted with AV. 

Mr Spellar said: “This is a 
practical campaign that will 
bring great benefit to many 
of my constituents.” 
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Shock for 
boss as 
yard hit 
by blaze 

A BLAZE broke out at a 
scrapyard in Smethwick, 
with flames spreading to a 
neighbouring derelict pub. 
Flames engulfed a seven-ton 
wagon, a car and a pile of 30 
tyres at the premises. 

Around 20 firefighters 
tackled the blaze at its 
height. Fire crews were 
called to Billy’s Tyres, in 
Rabone Lane, at around 
2.30am yesterday, Wednes¬ 
day, to reports of the blaze. 
Crews from Ladywood, 
Smethwick, West Bromwich 
and Handsworth stations 
attended as the fire esca¬ 
lated. 

It quickly spread to the 
Old Corner House pub next 
door with flames tearing 
through the ground floor. 
Fire Service spokesman 
Dave Hilton said: “The pub 
has been derelict for some 
time. There was some as¬ 
bestos roofing that crews 
identified too but this was 
deemed a low level of risk.” 

Rabone Lane was closed 
for around three hours 
while the fire was tackled. 

Bilal Mansoor, a sole 
trader and owner of Billy’s 
Tyres, said he had a call 
from the police and fire ser¬ 
vice at around 3am. 

He said: “I had just closed 
my eyes then someone calls 
to tell me my place is on fire. 

“From what they’ve told 
me it sounds like someone’s 
had a go at it. ” 

One Stop for 
ads boost 

A FIRM is trying to drum 
up new franchisees through 
digital advertising hoard¬ 
ings on the M6 in the Black 
Country. 

The hoardings from Wal¬ 
sall’s One Stop are between 
junctions eight for the M5 
and nine for Wednesbury 
and stand 7.5 metres tall 
and five metres wide. 

One Stop said they have 
already begun generating 
inquiries for the franchise 
operation. Franchise di¬ 
rector Andrew King said: 
“With over 132,000 vehicles 
passing every day, these ad¬ 
verts are a fantastic oppor¬ 
tunity to spread the word.” 

Climb tops £8k 

SIX workers from a builders 
who took part in the Three 
Peaks Challenge for a chil¬ 
dren’s charity have raised 
more than £8,000. The 
team from S. Clift Building 
Contractors Ltd, based in 
Walsall, raised money for 
Action Medical Research. 


Bosses take action as calls to 999 surge 


MORE people than ever are phoning 999 in 
the West Midlands - leading to bosses im¬ 
plementing an action plan to cope. 

Training was cancelled and staff holidays 
restricted as ambulance staff moved to cope 
with a ‘massive increase’ in demand. 

Successive weekends in June saw rises of 
12, 13 and 15 per cent in incidents, com¬ 
pared to a year earlier. 

Chiefs said the demand was only compa¬ 
rable with weekends when there has been 
heavy snow. 

Bosses say there is no particular reason 
for the increase other than more people just 


trying to use the service. The seriousness of 
the situation was upgraded to level 4, on a 
scale where one means no urgency and five 
is the most serious. 

The Resourcing Escalating Action Plan 
was put in place for two weeks at the end of 
June. It comes as 300 staff are gradually in¬ 
troduced into the trust from a recruitment 
drive that was launched 18 months ago. 

Bosses said demand was particularly high 
in out-of-hours periods, i.e. evenings and 
weekends. 

Latest available figures show that on 
June 20 to 22, 8,432 incidents were re¬ 


sponded to by the service. A year earlier 
it was just 7,358. Demand had been rising 
for two months at a rate ‘far above’ what 
bosses were expecting. 

Acting emergency services director Na¬ 
than Hudson said: “The decision to move 
to REAP Level 4 sends a very clear message 
to the rest of the health community that we 
are under pressure. 

“We have seen a growth in the number 
of handover delays at hospitals so will be 
monitoring them even more closely so that 
crews can be freed up as soon as possible. 

“The first of the 300 new staff are begin¬ 


ning to come through and that number will 
continue to grow over the coming weeks.” 

Cases of breathing difficulties and chest 
pains have increased with the recent 
warmer weather. 

In May a surge of calls 10 per cent up on 
the weeks before it were made to the ser¬ 
vice due to hot weather, when temperatures 
reached 25C (77F) in the West Midlands 

Earlier this year the ambulance trust 
which runs the service was fined £2.6mil- 
lion for failing to hit one of its key targets 
for reaching some patients with life threat¬ 
ening conditions.

A CHEEKY tipple at lunchtime or 
homemade jam could be the se¬ 
cret to a long and happy life ac¬ 
cording to one woman who has 
celebrated her 100th birthday. 

Louisa Andrews, from Carters 
Green in West Bromwich, has clocked 
up a century of birthday celebrations 
but still lives on her own and cooks for 
all her family. 

She said: “No-one is more surprised than 
me that I am still here. I am doing well out 
of it though, my family are throwing me a 
party.” Fiercely independent, Louisa has 
lived alone for 24 years since her husband 
George died. “I am still doing what I have 
always done it just takes a bit longer these 
days,” she said. 

“I haven’t got a secret but I am a cook 
and have never bought ajar of jam or mar¬ 
malade in my life. I have always made my 
own - maybe that’s it? I do like to have a 
glass of wine or half a can of lager between 
11.30 and noon each day, it might be that.” 

Remembered 

Before retiring Mrs Andrews worked for 
BrockHouse in West Bromwich as head of 
kitchen or in her words ‘just a cook’. “I have 
got to have my own cooking, that’s what I 
hope I will be remembered for, my mince 
pies,” she said. 

A family of girls, Mrs Andrews had one 
daughter, Sharon,who died in 2010, one 
granddaughter Nicola, 50 and one great 
granddaughter, Jessica, 21. 

Reminiscing she said: “I wish I had writ¬ 
ten a book, oh the things I could tell you. I 
always write letters to the Express & Star 
and have had many replies. I like to ‘stay 
with it’ as you might say.” 

And she is already looking forward to re¬ 
ceiving her card from the Queen. “I would 
be absolutely delighted,” she said. “I shall 
write a letter back, thanking her. There is 
nothing like a little thank you note.” 

She added: “I am a very happy and con¬ 
tented lady. I have a great memory for 
things that happened years ago but if I put 
something down five minutes later I have 
lost it. It’s funny that isn’t it? But to still 
have my health is everything to me.” 


A NEW barrier is to be installed at a super¬ 
market car park to prevent it becoming a 
meeting point for hundreds of boy racers.

Bott said. “I am just glad they have come 
on board and hopefully it will solve it. 

“The boy racers are going to have no¬ 
where to meet, they currently all gather 
there. 

“We get hundreds pulling on there and 
they all congregate on a Sunday and Bank 
Holiday when the store has shut. 

“There is nowhere else in Moxley they 
can meet.”

Alert over 'rip-off' insurance sites 


TOURISTS are being warned to 
avoid ‘rip-off websites that charge 
them to apply for free health insur¬ 
ance cards. 

British citizens are entitled to 
European Health Insurance Cards 
that let them get state healthcare at 
a reduced cost or sometimes for free 
in other European Union countries. 

It is free to apply for them but 
there are websites charging a fee 
to cover review, verification and 


forwarding services. Some charge 
around £24.99. But Adrian Bailey, 
MP for West Bromwich West, said 
people did not need to pay. 

He said he was aware that the 
number of applications for EHICs 
increases considerably in the sum¬ 
mer but that there were ‘some 
ruthless websites who are taking 
advantage of holidaymakers by 
charging a fee for these free cards’. 

Mr Bailey said: “I am pleased 


to learn that the Government has 
been working with Google to take 
action to stamp out these websites 
who mislead the public and charge 
for this free service as well as other 
government services. 

“Often people are charged be¬ 
cause they are directed through to 
these websites via an advertisement 
and then this becomes part of the 
holiday package when in fact there 
should be no charge at all. I un¬ 


derstand Google has already taken 
action against a number of these 
websites..” 

One website comes high on the 
list following a Google search for 
European Health Insurance Card. 
The site europeanhealthcard.org.uk 
claims a ‘processing fee’ is required.

GEORGE Osborne has 
pledged funding towards 
the long-awaited £353 mil¬ 
lion ‘super hospital’ for the 
Black Country. 

The announcement came as 
the Chancellor visited Row- 
ley Regis Hospital - part of 
Sandwell and West Birming¬ 
ham Hospitals NHS Trust. 

The 670-bed acute Midland Met¬ 
ropolitan Hospital in Grove Lane 
has been on the cards for a decade 
but has been hit by delays amid a 
shake-up of the controversial pri¬ 
vate finance initiative, which funds 
new buildings but mounts up debts 
over many years. 

The hospital is due to take up 16 
acres on Grove Lane but a further 
31 acres of land between Grove 
Lane, Cranford Street, Heath Street 
and Dugdale Street is to be trans¬ 
formed and filled with other em¬ 
ployment opportunities and housing 
schemes. 

Rowley Regis Hospital, which is 
in the Tory marginal seat of Hale¬ 
sowen and Rowley Regis, will see 
its role in providing non-acute, 
community-based care expanded. It 
was announced this week that the 
Treasury is providing £100m to the 
scheme, with the rest raised from 
private investment. 

The area’s MP, James Morris, 
wrote to the Chancellor in 2012 
asking for the Treasury to back the 
new hospital. 

Mr Osborne said: “This ambitious 
package will ensure that patients 
across the West Midlands continue 
to benefit from access to world-class 
acute treatment and cutting edge 
facilities. It is because of the diffi¬ 
cult decisions we have taken as a 
government that we have been able 
to protect healthcare spending, and 
announce new facilities like the 
Midland Metropolitan Hospital.” 

Mr Osborne continued: “Midland 
Metropolitan Hospital will have 
state of the art surgical theatres. 
“We will invest in hospitals like 
Rowley Regis here. This is proof 
that we are committed to the NHS 
and that we have a long term eco¬ 


nomic plan which makes invest¬ 
ment like this possible. The hospital 
is going to be a fantastic addition to 
the community and will meet needs 
for decades to come.” 

The Chancellor said the an¬ 
nouncement showed a dramatic 
turnaround in the fortunes of Row- 
ley Regis Hospital which had pre¬ 
viously been under threat but will 
now see its role in providing com¬ 
munity-based care increased. 


“Four years ago this hospital was 
facing the closure of its wards,” 
the Chancellor said. “Now we have 
wards open and staff are really ex¬ 
cited about the future for this hos¬ 
pital.” 

Chief Executive, Toby Lewis 
added: “This is a decisive moment 
for healthcare in the West Midlands. 

“We welcome the determination 
of the Chancellor to support the re¬ 
generation of Smethwick with this 


vital project for patients.” Construc¬ 
tion of the new hospital is expected 
to start in 2016 and be completed by 
2018-19. 

Richard Samuda, chairman of 
the NHS trust said: “This is a vote 
of confidence in 7,500 staff at the 
Trust. The Chancellor’s announce¬ 
ment reinforces our strategy of local 
care for long term conditions and a 
single specialist acute centre at the 
Midland Met.” 


Borough 
millions 
to bring in 
new skills 

SANDWELL will see mil¬ 
lions of pounds spent on 
boosting workplace skills 
and opening up sites to cre¬ 
ate new jobs and new homes 
under the Black Country’s 
£450m Growth Deal with 
the Government over the 
next five years. 

One of the biggest projects 
will see £5 million pumped 
into the regeneration of the 
Woods Lane site in Cradley 
Heath. 

Scheduled to start in 
2016, the work will create a 
new road junction so traffic 
can get on to the develop¬ 
ment site, where around 247 
new homes will be built. 

The scheme is expected 
to pull in another £30 mil¬ 
lion of funding from the pri¬ 
vate sector - probably from 
a major housebuilding or 
property development com¬ 
pany - to enable the regen¬ 
eration of 9.43 hectares of 
poor quality former indus¬ 
trial land. 

The project is also ex¬ 
pected to clean up about 
600 yards of the River 
Stour Corridor. Another £3 
million is being invested 
in a 1,300 sq m Advanced 
Science, Engineering and 
Technology Skills Centre 
at Coombs Wood Business 
Park, in Halesowen. 

This is intended to 
provide 250 higher level 
apprenticeships in IT, labo¬ 
ratory technician, electrical 
engineering and business/ 
accounts skills to meet the 
needs of employers. The 
new centre will work with a 
range of leading companies 
including Exova, Eurofins 
Scientific and Halesow¬ 
en-based Sterling Power 
Group.

While the Government and 
lottery pours millions of pounds 
into so-called cultural events 
designed to promote the various 
parts of Britain, Black Country 
Mon just gets on with it - no PR 
consultants, no glossy advertis¬ 
ing, just a lot of hard graft. 

This was the ingenuity which 
turned the Black Country into 
the industrial powerhouse of the 
world. Bostin’, ay it?

Bombshell that led 
to search for truth 


As concerns grow over 
child abuse cover-ups, 

DANIEL WAINWRIGHT 

looks at one MP’s crusade 

GOVERNMENT, broadcasters, 
hospitals and the church - no 
stone will be left unturned in 
the quest for the truth over al¬ 
legations that ‘powerful peo¬ 
ple’ abused children, accord¬ 
ing to West Bromwich MP Tom 
Watson. 

The investigation into the es¬ 
tablishment itself began not when 
Home Secretary Theresa May made 
her pledge last week, but when Mr 
Watson shocked the Commons with 
a question to the Prime Minister. 

The heightened concerns follow the 
convictions of celebrities like Rolf Har¬ 
ris and Stuart Hall for sexual offences 
as well as the investigations into Jimmy 
Savile.Back in October of 2012, Mr Wat¬ 
son, the Labour MP for West Bromwich 
East, called on the Metropolitan Police 
to reopen a closed criminal inquiry into 
paedophilia. 

He was concerned that there had been 
an establishment cover-up in the case of 
Peter Righton, a man convicted in 1992 
of importing and possessing illegal por¬ 
nographic material. 

Righton had been a consultant to the 
National Children’s Bureau. He was 
fined £900. 

But at Prime Minister’s Questions Mr 
Watson said the evidence used to convict 
Righton ‘if it still exists, contains clear 
intelligence of a widespread paedophile 
ring’. The Commons fell silent as Mr 
Watson added: “One of its members 
boasts of a link to a senior aide of a for¬ 
mer Prime Minister, who says he could 
smuggle indecent images of children 
from abroad. The leads were not followed

up, but if the files still exist, I want to 
ensure that the Metropolitan Police se¬ 
cure the evidence, re-examine it, and in¬ 
vestigate clear intelligence suggesting a 
powerful paedophile network linked to 
Parliament and Number 10.” 

Nearly two years on and around 
90,000 people signed an online petition 
launched by the MP calling for an in¬ 
vestigation into historical allegations of 
child sex abuse. 

Mr Watson said: “The police got in 
touch three or four days after I stood up 
and said they had located seven boxes 


from the previous investigation into 
Peter Righton in the 1990s. What I did 
not anticipate was that as soon as I had 
been identified as saying I had concerns 
about a cover-up, my office would be 
inundated with letters and emails from 
people making numerous allegations. 

“Some were spurious, we thought. 
Some were people saying they’d read 
something on the internet. But some 
were very detailed, personal accounts 
of alleged abuse.” 

In total, around 350 individual mes¬ 
sages were passed to the police. His 


three-strong team of staff in Westmin¬ 
ster spent six weeks working on inquir¬ 
ies. “They were taking calls from people 
who had never spoken about this. And 
their first call was to someone in my of¬ 
fice,” Mr Watson said. 

Mr Watson keeps details of individu¬ 
als secret but gives general examples of 
the stories he has heard. 

“A man asked me to meet him in a 
coffee shop,” Mr Watson says. “He said 
he was the son of a former MP and be¬ 
lieved his father to have been an abuser. 
That is with the police. I have spoken to 
people who claim to have been abused 
within their families but then taken to 
be abused by powerful people by their 
parents. 

“I’ve spoken to people who say they 
were on the streets and were abused. 

“The only thing that links them is 
the abuse by those with power. None of 
these people had a voice.” 

NSPCC chief executive Peter Wanless 
has been asked by Home Secretary The¬ 
resa May to look into the adequacy of a 
previous probe into the way a previous 
investigation into alleged child abuse 
was dealt with following allegations that 
the Home Office failed to act on reports 
of child sex abuse contained in a dossier 
handed over in by former Tory MP Geof¬ 
frey Dickens to then Home Secretary 
Leon Brittan in 1983. 

Mr Wanless is expected to report 
within eight to 10 weeks. 

The MP praised Mrs May for her han¬ 
dling of the public outcry, despite their 
political differences. 

“I very much admire what she’s 
done,” he says. “She has done the right 
thing and putting aside party politics I 
think she is a very decent human being.” 

Nonetheless, he still wants reassur¬ 
ances that there will be nothing left out 
in the search for powerful people who 
may have evaded justice. 

“I have talked to people whose lives 
have been virtually destroyed by their 
childhood experiences,” Mr Watson says. 

“Abuse takes away the innocence of 
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THERE are times I wonder if 
some of the Tories enjoy a good 
strike. 

It gives them the chance to 
remind the country of Labour’s 
reliance on the unions and try 
to get everyone to gang up on 
them. 

It’s our children who suffered 
the loss of a day’s precious ed¬ 
ucation, the critics say. It’s the 
hardworking (all the parties love 
that word) parents who had to 
make alternative arrangements. 
The unions say they’re doing 
this for everyone. The Tories say 
they’re hurting everyone. 

The taxpaying public are play¬ 
ing piggy in the middle while our 
kids’ education and future is in 
an emotional custody battle be¬ 
tween opposing ideologies. The 
unions make the valid point that 
it wasn’t lollipop ladies, bin men 
or social workers that caused 
the recession. 

Neither was it the children or 
the mums and dads who have 
been inconvenienced by a shut 
school or left with a full bin on 
the basis of a strike justified with 
turnouts as low as 20 per cent in 
some unions. 

Firefighters had a much bigger 
turnout for their ballot. 

But their own reasons for 
striking - particularly the con¬ 
cern over 60-year-old firefighters 
being expected to carry people 
out of burning buildings due to 
pension reforms - were swept 
up in a general wave of pub¬ 
lic sector discontent because 
everyone chose the same day 
to walk out. Everyone walking 
out at once might have grabbed 
the headlines, but it also let the 
Government to condemn them 
en masse rather than address 
the many and varied concerns 
each union has. 

Meanwhile Tory, Lib Dem and 
Labour MPs who either imposed 
miserable austerity on the coun¬ 
try or presided over years of 
unsustainable spending (debate 
those points among yourselves) 
were probably not too bothered 
by schools shutting. 

They earn more than double 
the national average salary. I 
can’t imagine any of them was 
particularly stretched by the ex¬ 
tra childcare costs. 

At least the Tories took a side, 
whether rightly or wrongly, in 
condemning the strike. 

Labour chose to neither sup¬ 
port nor condemn it officially 
even though its bread is but¬ 
tered by the unions and their 
donations. 

It’s a strange position to take 
because Labour owes its very 
existence to the trade union 
movement. 

I don’t see why Ed Miliband 
needs to appear so coy about it. 

He could do with working out 
exactly where he stands with 
public sector strikes so the un¬ 
ions know what they’re letting 
themselves in for if he becomes 
Prime Minister. 

As any ‘hardworking’ person 
affected by the walkouts will at¬ 
test, playing piggy in the middle 
is no fun at all.

Concerns over screening uptake 


CERVICAL screening saves approximately 
5,000 women’s lives annually in the UK. 

The screening is available for women in 
the 25 to 64 age range. Even without the 
screening around 1,000 women die of cervi¬ 
cal cancer each year. 

This cancer can be prevented in the ma¬ 
jority of cases through screening and vac¬ 
cination against HPV (Human Papilloma 
Virus). What is very worrying is that in 
Walsall, we are not achieving the 70 percent 
target for screening. Uptake of the screen¬ 
ing is particularly low among women with 


learning difficulties, mental health prob¬ 
lems and women from black and ethnic mi¬ 
nority families. 

As Mayor of Walsall, I am highlighting 
this concern, shared by health workers in 
the hope of sparking a debate and through 
this, greater awareness of the poor uptake. 
We need to know why Walsall is well below 
the 70 percent target and concentrate minds 
on how this can be increased. In a nutshell 
we are talking about how many Walsall 
women’s lives can be saved.

He said: “I have 
never seen a fire like it in my career. 

“Like the old saying, every picture 
tells a story and this picture really 
portrays what they were battling 
against. I am very pleased.” Mr Mc- 
Naughton’s picture was one of 14 
shortlisted from hundreds of entrants 
but a panel of five judges awarded it 
the top spot. 

The judges said: “A simple yet pow¬ 
erful photograph of firefighters amid 
a sea of heat and flame, which vividly 
conveys the challenges and danger 
faced by firefighters at work.” 

Neil Spencer, spokesman for the 
service, said: “John is one of our vol¬ 
unteer photographers and does some 
great work to help illustrate the often 
challenging aspects of our work.” 

The fire was on June 30 last year. 
More than 200 firefighters attended 
the blaze when a Chinese lantern 
caused more than 100,000 bales of 
plastic to go up in flames. Smoke could 
be seen 60 miles away and the firm 
was closed for more six months.

Hundreds 
of jobs to 
be created 
in scheme 


MORE than 200 jobs and apprenticeships will 
be created as part of a new £1 million council 
scheme aimed at tackling youth employment 
in Sandwell. 

Sandwell Council has pledged funding to provide 
young people between the ages of 16 and 24 with at 
least six months of paid employment. 


Cash will also go towards 
training and apprenticeship 
opportunities as part of the 
project called The Sandwell 
Guarantee. The council will 
work with businesses to cre¬ 
ate the new positions and 
would fund 50 per cent of 
the salary for a maximum 
of 12 months with the em¬ 
ployer contributing the rest 
of the wages.

It is estimated 
the scheme will create 44 
apprenticeships for 16-18- 
year olds and 170 job oppor¬ 
tunities for 16-24-year-olds.

Nick Bubalo said: “The level 
of youth unemployment in 
Sandwell has been identified 
as a significant challenge 
for the borough.

House prices are 
ready to rocket up 

AVERAGE house prices in the West Midlands are on 
course to break the £200,000 barrier by the end of next 
year, says a new report. 

Officials say it is a sign of the increasing strength in 
the region’s economy with growth expected to almost 
double this year. 

Experts at leading accountancy firm PwC - formerly 
PricewaterhouseCoopers - say the recovery in the wider 
UK economy could see interest rates starting to rise as 
early as the end of this year. 

While that might cause a slight slowdown in the hous¬ 
ing market, as some families fear higher mortgage re¬ 
payments, PwC is still predicting average house prices 
in the West Midlands could hit £210,000 by the end of 
next year. They could rise as high as £256,000 by 2020 

It is a reflection of how the UK housing market has 
leapt back into life over the past 12 to 18 months with 
prices rising across the country. 

House prices are expected to rise eight per cent in the 
West Midlands this year, up from £184,000 at the end 
of 2013. 
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Council to 
make an 
additional 
£4mcuts 


DUDLEY Council needs to make an extra £4 
million of cuts this year to balance its books. 

Finance bosses say the fresh cuts during the 2014/15 fi¬ 
nancial year will help them to deal with a greater shortfall 
in funding during the following three years. 

Councillor Stuart Turner, cabinet member for finance, 
said “We are facing the deepest cuts to the council’s budget 
in living memory. 

“To manage this difficult situation as prudently as pos¬ 


sible we are bringing for¬ 
ward planned cuts into this 
financial year. This protects 
council reserves and leaves 
us in a stronger position 
going forward.” 

Some of the savings will 
be made by restructuring 
departments and increasing 
burial fees, which was ap¬ 
proved in April. 

Bankrupt 

The council needs to save 
£30m over the next three 
years with 27 compulsory 
and 72 voluntary redundan¬ 
cies planned for this year. It 
follows the loss of 621 jobs 
from the council over the 
previous three years. 

The council says the drop 
in Government funding 
had not been as bad as first 
feared. 

Council leader David 
Sparks said: “The situation 
is at Dudley by 2016 we 
will have a gap of £30.2mil- 
lion between income and 
expenditure. We therefore 
have to take corrective 
action because we are de¬ 
termined we will not go 
bankrupt. 

“We have had a exercise 
of looking at activities of 
council to see where we can 
make further savings. We 
have identified four million

pounds out of this. It is 
from across the board at the 
council.” 

The budget approved in 
March resulted in a council 
tax freeze, which resulted in 
a £l.lm Government grant. 

Rates for properties will 
remain the same with band 
D homes paying £1,272.67. 

Cuts already identified 
include cuts to street clean¬ 
ing, which will see residents 
being encouraged to hold 
their own litter picks, and 
plans to shorten the collec¬ 
tion period for green waste 
to save £100,000. 

The management of King- 
swinford’s Broadfield House 
Glass Museum could be 
transferred to a third party 
in a bid to trim £170,000 by 
2015/16. There are propos¬ 
als to save up to £581,000 by 
reducing road construction 
and resurfacing. 

Councillor Patrick Har¬ 
ley, leader of the council’s 
Conservatives, said: “In one 
breath the Labour council 
is telling us they are finan¬ 
cially better off than they 
had predicated and yet de¬ 
cide to bring forward £4m 
worth of additional cuts. 
This is completely bizarre.” 


Taxpayers paying out 
convict compensation 

TAXPAYERS are paying out £138,000 a year in compensa¬ 
tion to convicted criminals attacked in prison - sparking 
anger from a Black Country MP who unearthed the figure. 

Dudley North MP Ian Austin has received figures from 
Parliament which show settlements for victims of jail as¬ 
saults over the past four years came to a total £552,000. 

Notable awards include Milly Dowler’s killer Levi Bell- 
field, who received £4,500 in April following an assault. 
Others to receive money include Moors murderer Ian 
Brady and Soham murderer Ian Huntley. These figures 
come after reports of overcrowded and under-staffed pris¬ 
ons coincided with a 25 per cent rise in the number of as¬ 
saults in jail. Mr Austin said: “Decent law-abiding families 
will be shocked to discover services they rely on are being 
cut back and families are being hit with the bedroom tax, 
while the Government is letting compensation for crimi¬ 
nals go up every year.”

A SUPERMARKET and 
six flats could be built on 
the site of a demolished 
social club near to where a 
teenager was killed. 

Plans have been submit¬ 
ted for land formerly occu¬ 
pied by the Home Guard 
and Old Comrades Club, in 
Oldbury Road, Smethwick.

FOR some people it can take 
forever to find the right job, 
while others take a chance on 
an opportunity and get lucky.

Lorry driver 
who sold 
house in 
£14k claim 


A LORRY driver fraudulently claimed more 
than £14,000 over three years after failing to 
tell the authorities he had sold a house earn¬ 
ing him £50,000, a court heard. 

John Worthington began claiming income sup¬ 
port, housing benefit and council tax credit when 
he began caring for his terminally-ill father and his 


alcoholic brother. 

But Wolverhampton 
Crown Court heard how 
59-year-old Worthington of 
Spring Head, Wednesbury, 
failed to declare that he had 
a property in Smethwick he 
had purchased in 1985. 

Prosecutor, Miss Emma 
Rutherford told the court: 
“In September 2009 he gave 
details of circumstances and 
he said that he didn’t own 
any properties. He later 
filled out forms for council 
tax credit and housing ben¬ 
efit and again said that he 
had no other properties. 

“Inquiries were made by 
Her Majesty’s Land Registry 
on a property the defendant 
had acquired in Old Chapel 
Road, Smethwick. In Febru¬ 
ary 2011 he sold the house 
for £77,000 and received in 
excess of £50,000. ” 

Miss Kate Thomas, de¬ 
fending Worthington, said 
her client had got himself

in a mess with paperwork. 
She said: “Mr Worthington 
is a hard working man. He 
had been a HGV driver for 
37 years. 

“He gave up work to care 
for his family was advised 
by social services to claim 
benefits. Because he didn’t 
own the house in Old Chapel 
Road and it had a mortgage 
he didn’t think he had to de¬ 
clare it.” 

Worthington pleaded 
guilty to three charges of 
making a false statement 
to obtain benefits and four 
charges of failing to notify 
changes of circumstances. 
He was given a 12-month 
community order and 12 
months supervision. He 
was also ordered to pay the 
money back which he will do 
at £200 per month.

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Dealer told stop sponging off mother 


A JUDGE ordered a drug dealer to 
‘stop sponging’ off his mother after he 
was spared jail for dealing cannabis. 

Stephen Pratt, of Westbury Road, 
Wednesbury, was in the dock having 
admitted possession of class B drugs 
with intent to supply. 

But the unemployed 20-year-old 
was given the words of advice by 
Judge Robin Onions at Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Crown Court on Thursday after 
it emerged Pratt had been buying 
drugs with money given to him by his 
mother. The court was told how Pratt 
was seen with an unknown male on 
April 9 on Park Lane, Wednesbury. 


Mr Mark Rees, prosecuting, said: 
“It was about 9.30pm and two un-uni- 
formed officers saw two men acting 
suspiciously. Pratt was acting as the 
lookout while another man approached 
a car window. Both were searched and 
the defendant was found with 14 deal 
bags of cannabis worth £140 and £130 
in cash in his right sock. 

“The police later searched his house 
and found electronic scales and two 
large bags of cannabis worth between 
£360 and £480. He told police it was 
for his own use but when asked about 
the £130 he said he was going to use it 
to go shopping.” Mr Jas Mann, defend¬ 


ing Pratt, said his client didn’t claim 
benefits despite being unemployed. He 
added: “He doesn’t sign on. He relies 
on hand-outs from his mother to buy 
himself things. He’s a young man who 
has his whole life ahead of him.” 

Pratt was given an eight month 
sentence which was suspended for two 
years. He was told to carry out 200 
hours of unpaid and is on electronic 
tag for the next four month from the 
hours of 7am and 7pm. Judge On¬ 
ions said: “At 20-years-of age you are 
old enough to stop sponging off your 
mother. It does seem to me your are 
living your life aimlessly.” 


Blind Dave set to face 
Saharan heat in race

HE has completed seven 
marathons on seven conti¬ 
nents in seven successive 
days. But now he is set to 
take on his toughest chal¬ 
lenge yet. 

‘Blind Dave’ Heeley is prepar¬ 
ing to take part in the Marathon 
de Sables (MdS), described as the 
toughest race on Earth, that will 
seem him endure searing heat in 
the Sahara Desert - all in aid of 
The Albion Foundation. 

The 56-year-old lifelong Baggies fan 
will be the first blind person in history 
to run the race that is the equivalent of 
five-and-a-half marathons. He will be 
clocking up 156 miles in the gruelling, 
multi-stage adventure, to raise funds 
for the Baggies’ charitable arm and its 
work in the community. 

Next spring, he will be joined by 
his friends Tony Ellis, who completed 
the MdS four years ago and Rosemary 
Rhodes, both aged 47, who will guide 
him through the desert to the finish 
line. The challenge in Morocco will 
see him join 800 other runners as they 
make their way from Khermou to Mer- 
zouga. 

The rules require competitors to be 
completely self-sufficient, to carry with 
them on their back everything except 
water that they need to survive. They 
are given a place in a tent to sleep at 
night, but any other equipment and 
food must be carried. 

To prepare for the race the three 
runners will be training in the Brecon 
Beacons, at the gym and completing 
regular runs in San dwell Valley, but 
also hope to get acclimatised to the 
temperatures at a special humidity 
chamber - replicating the conditions 
in the desert. 

“It’s going to be a really tough 
challenge but it’s also going to be a 
big adventure,” said Dave. “The hot¬ 
test place I ran in the past was Dubai 
where temperatures reached around 
39 degrees and this should be similar 
up in the 40’s. 

“You can’t really train for the tem¬ 
peratures, so we are making sure that 
we are as fit as we can be before we set 
off. It’s going to be a completely dif¬ 
ferent experience from anything I have 
done in the past. To compete I have to 
have both my guides and if they both 
drop out I will too.” 


During the race the team will have 
to run in searing desert heat and over 
rough terrain. Each day they will run 
around 20 miles, with a 59-mile slog 
facing them on the penultimate day. 

Started in 1986 by Patrick Bauer, 
the race is now in its 30th consecutive 
year and continues to grow in popular¬ 
ity every year. 

Jon Ross, The Albion Foundation 
Business Development Manager, said: 
“It is fantastic that Dave has chosen 
to raise funds for The Albion Founda¬ 
tion. “Listening to some of his stories 
from his past challenges, you can sense 
a great amount of passion that he pos¬ 
sesses for fundraising and helping 
local charities.” 

The Albion Foundation is a charity 
that works in partnership with West 
Bromwich Albion Football Club. 

Dave was diagnosed with Retinitas 


Pigmentosa and told he was going 
blind when he was just 10 years old. 
By his mid-20s, he had completely lost 
his sight. 

In 2008, he became the first blind 
person in the world to run seven mar¬ 
athons, on seven continents, on seven 
successive days, raising more than 
£375,000 for Guide Dogs. 

Three years later he completed the 
Top2Toe challenge which saw him run 
an incredible 10 marathons and cycle 
over 800 miles from John o’ Groats to 
Land’s End in just 10 days. 

Earlier this year he swapped his 
running shoes for a bike helmet as he 
joined others on a 100km cycle ride 
setting off from the home of his be¬ 
loved Baggies.

Drayton Manor Theme 
Park has launched a 
new ride but as DIANE 
DAVIES reports, it is not 
for the faint hearted. 


IT’S not the tallest ride at the 
theme park, it’s not the fast¬ 
est and at first glance could 
appear quite tame. 

But the new £1.2 million Air Race is 
probably the most challenging beast in 
the park - demanding anyone to walk 
away from it without feeling just a tiny 
bit nauseous. Or in my case, as sick as 
a parrot. 

A ride on the acrobatic Air Race lit¬ 
erally turns your world upside down. 
Now I know how the Red Arrows pilots 
feel. 

Riders are strapped into the seat of 
an aeroplane cars which is at the end 
of a long arm. It starts gently enough 
with the arms rotating around the 
control panel until fairly quickly each 
arm begins to turn. 

Swooping 

Before long each car is taken 
through a series of barrel rolls in both 
directions which see the ‘pilots’ hang¬ 
ing above the ground, swooping over 
the crowd and flying into a series of 
banks, loops and dives. 

After experiencing accelerations of 
almost 4G there was a sense of relief 
as the car began to slow - but slow 
motion just made the sensation worse. 

I quickly realised that closing my 
eyes just added to sick feeling although 
it is fairly difficult to maintain a focus 
when you are trying to work out which 
way up you are. 

The new ride, which was officially 
launched by boy band The Vamps, is 
the black horse of any theme park and 
a challenge for even the most seasoned 
white knuckle riders. 

Despite their tender years it must 


have been a test for pop sensations 
The Vamps to walk away from the 
ride still looking cool after that stom¬ 
ach-churning adventure at the theme 
park, near Tamworth. 

The boys have ‘High Hopes’ for the 
new ride. They are set to hit the road 
with their debut headlining tour and a 


drew a huge crowd at the grand open¬ 
ing. 

Colin Bryan, Group Managing Di¬ 
rector, said: “The Vamps are one of 
the biggest acts we’ve had here at the 
park so we’re thrilled to have them 
launching the new ride.”

Upturn in 
traffic on 
toll road 
after trial 


THE boss of the M6 Toll has hailed a ‘spec¬ 
tacular’ uplift in trade that has seen an in¬ 
crease of more than 400 lorries per day using 
the pay-as-you-go motorway.

Burial fees among 
highest in country 

THE West Midlands is the eighth most expensive place 
in the UK to be buried in - almost £1,000 above the aver¬ 
age cost. On average it costs £5,552, compared to the na¬ 
tional figure of £4,690. Costs of cremations have soared 
12 per cent since 2012, and nine per cent for burials. 

The West Midlands is marginally cheaper than the 
national average for cremations, at £3,175. Financial 
service firm Engage Mutual has released the data, with 
bosses saying the cost was a burden on relatives. 

Only 18 per cent of people aged over 50 had made 
specific provisions for funeral costs, while nine per cent 
admit to having no idea how much one costs to organ¬ 
ise. And it predicts that in 30 years burials could cost 
as much as £13,000, while cremations could cost £9,000. 

It now costs a basic amount of £1,762 for an exclusive 
lawn burial in Walsall, slightly higher than £1,610 in 
Dudley. The same service costs £1,587 in Wolverhamp¬ 
ton and £1,557 in Sandwell. On top of that people will be 
charged for such things as admin fees, embalming, grave 
digging, use of a church and the hiring a vicar, with the 
total averaging £5,552 in the West Midlands. 


Three-year 
ban after 
wolves fan 
ran on pitch 


A TEENAGE Wolves fan has been banned 
from attending any football matches in the 
country for three years after running on the 
pitch during the game against Rotherham 
earlier this year. 

John Shaw, aged 18, ran along the touchline 
swearing and gesturing at away fans in the second 
half of the game, which saw four pitch invasions 


following a flurry of late 
goals, a court heard. 

The season ticket holder 
has now been banned 
from entering any football 
grounds for the next three 
years and travelling on 
trains three hours before or 
after a match. 

Shaw admitted using 
threatening and abusive 
words with intent to pro¬ 
voke violence, and going 
onto the playing area at the 
football match. 

Shouting 

Mr Roger Blezzard, pros¬ 
ecuting, said: “This young 
man decided to go onto 
the pitch area between the 
touchline and advertising 
boardings, and ran with his 
arms outstretched shouting 
“come on then” to opposing 
fans. 

“In this context, where 
there had already been 
some rather heated out¬ 
bursts by some fans, this is 
always likely to cause some 
sort of disorder at a football 
ground. 

“Shaw has no previous 
convictions but has a cau¬ 
tion for an identical matter 
relating to an earlier part of 
the season, against Crawley 
when he was a youth.”

Shaw, said the trainee 
quantity surveyor went to 
the police station with a let¬ 
ter saying he was disgraced 
with his behaviour and in¬ 
vited the football banning 
order. 

He said: “He accepts that 
he had rather stupidly got in 
with the wrong crowd. 

“It was foolish, naive and 
stupid and that is from the 
horse’s mouth. His behav¬ 
iour could have caused more 
disorder but luckily it did 
not. What he has done since 
shows remorse and that he 
is going to put this behind 
him. 

“For the next three years, 
he won’t be going to Wolves 
games, no matter how suc¬ 
cessful they continue to be, 
and that is huge for him.” 

Mr Alan Penduck, chair of 
the magistrates, said: “What 
you did at the end of the sea¬ 
son was plain stupidity. 

“It is a great punishment 
for you that you cannot go 
to Molineux for the next 
three years.” 

Shaw was also given a 
conditional discharge for 
six months, and ordered to 
pay £85 costs and £15 victim 
surcharge.

Three stolen puppies returned, but one is still missing 


THREE stolen shar pei puppies have been returned 
home after a terrifying burglary - but their distraught 
owner is still hoping to find the fourth missing dog. 

The nine-week-old puppies were stolen from their 
Wednesbury home by brazen thieves who smashed 
their way in to get to the dogs, while their owners 
were in the house. 

Following the raid three of the puppies have now 
been safely rescued, but one still has not been found. 

Now its owner Kayleigh Hallard has spoken out in 
the hope the puppy can be returned. 

The 26-year-old full-time mother said: “It was 
around about 1.15am on Friday, June 27 and I was in 
bed. I could hear them smashing the windows to the 
garage to get in. I got up and checked my son was OK 
and ran downstairs.” 

All of the doors at her Stonehouse Crescent home 
were locked so Ms Hallard could not immediately get 
outside to stop the burglary, and when the brazen 
thieves heard her in the house they began kicking at 
her kitchen door to get to the dogs. 

She said: “By the time I got out of the house they 


had gone - I could hear them running with the dogs 
and I could hear the puppies screaming. It was horri¬ 
ble, the noise they were making. 

“A neighbour had come out of her house and chased 
them in her bare feet, but didn’t catch them.” 

Police carried out a raid in Victory Avenue, Darlas- 
ton, on Thursday morning after a woman who sus¬ 
pected they were stolen alerted police in Walsall. Two 
bitches and a male were recovered. 

Ms Hallard added: “I’ve got them back now, they 
are really really distressed and we have to watch them 
when we pick them up in certain ways, because they 
might scream or try to bite.” 

Officers are now working on retrieving the final 
missing pooch, a ginger-coloured bitch. 

Pc Stewart James, from Darlaston police station, 
said: “The pups were a right handful and, for some¬ 
thing so small, caused a big commotion back at the 
station. We were pleased to be able to reunite the 
three dogs with their owner but we’re still concerned 
for the welfare of the other.” Anyone with information 
should call 101 or Crimestoppers on 0800 555 111.

Public cited as 
waste of money 
by campaigners

CONTROVERSIAL arts cen¬ 
tre The Public has taken centre 
stage in a national campaign 
against £120 billion of ‘wasted’ 
taxpayers money. 

The striking pink framed building in 
New Street, West Bromwich, cost £72 
million to build and open but closed 
last November after Sandwell Council 
pulled its £1.6m a year subsidy. 

Pressure group The TaxPayers’ Alliance 
has been handing out leaflets outside the 
venue saying the years of spiralling costs 
during its construction are saddling the 
next generation with debts. 

It claims the ‘immoral’ waste of money 
during the building of the Public has con¬ 
tributed to debts that will take generations 
to pay off. The building is going to be used 
as a sixth form centre by Sandwell College 
from September. 

Much of the money to build the centre 
came from the Arts Council quango under 
the former Labour government. Delays and 
spiralling costs saw it put into administra¬ 
tion before it even opened although it was 
eventually in 2008. 

But it required significant support from 
Sandwell Council which the ruling Labour 
group decided should cease in the wake of 
its own grants being slashed by central gov¬ 
ernment. The TaxPayers’ Alliance pressure 
group is on a national tour and was handing 
out leaflets in West Bromwich and Dudley. 

The organisation said the UK Govern-

ment spent £718 billion of the public’s 
money last year but that its research 
showed £120bn was wasted. 

Dia Chakravarty , political director for 
the group, said: “Savings need to be made 
and everyone understands that. But the sit¬ 
uation would be much better without such 
wasteful projects as The Public. 

“No-one has been held to account for this. 

“Far too much taxpayers’ money is 
wasted, keeping taxes high and taking 
precious resources away from essential 
services. It’s time for a war on waste right 
across the public sector across the West 
Midlands and the rest of the UK. 

“For too long taxpayers’ money has been 
spent with impunity, with little accounta¬ 
bility and not enough transparency. The 
War on Waste hopes to change that and 
remind those we trust with our money that 
we’re watching how it is spent very care¬ 
fully indeed.” 

Councillor Steve Eling, finance boss 
at Sandwell Council, said: “Arts Council 
England funded The Public but it was the 
council that ended up having to clear up the 
mess. Value was never going to be secured 
from it. 

“The lesson to be learned is that organi¬ 
sations like the Arts Council are not elected, 
yet they have a huge deal of say on these 
sorts of projects, and when they go wrong 
you cannot see them for dust.”

Caitlin builds a girl 
in her own image 


REVIEWS BOOKS

CAITLIN Moran is at pains in 
the preface of her new nov¬ 
el to stress that it is a work 
of fiction, even though her 
hero Johanna — like Caitlin 
— comes from a large family 
on a Wolverhampton council 
estate and gets her big break 
writing for the music press. 

The early part of How To Build A Girl 
(Ebury, hardback, £14.99) reads like 
her flawed sit-com Raised By Wolves 
rather than the sparky, witty ladette 
feminism of her best-seller How To 
Be A Woman. It is actually her second 
novel having written published fantasy 
The Chronicles of Narmo when 15. 

She hits her stride in rude and rum¬ 
bustious, self-deprecating style and, 
like her best journalism, the frivolous 
fun has moments of insight. But if you 
have read her Wolverhampton memo¬ 
ries in her non-fiction, it is hard not to 
see character and author as one. 

William Boyd is the latest author 
to revive James Bond and he does a 
good job in Solo (Vintage, paperback, 
£7.99). This is Ian Fleming’s Bond rath¬ 
er than the movie versions. He drinks 
too much, smokes too much, eyes 
every attractive woman as a possible 
conquest, and has a cruel, vengeful 
streak. We meet Bond celebrating his 
45th birthday in 1969 with fine dining 
and wine at The Dorchester, reminisc¬ 
ing about his D-Day experiences. Boyd 
gives this adventure an agreeable retro 
feel as M sends 007 on a mission to a 
African civil war with oil revenues up for 
grabs. In a nice touch for devotees, the 
author adds a few tasty extras like the 
recipe for Bond’s favourite salad dress¬ 
ing, probably shaken not stirred.

Another resurrected sleuth this sum¬ 
mer is the aristocratic Peter Wimsey, 
who finds his elevation to a dukedom 
embroils him in a row between Oxford 
college academics in The Late Schol¬ 
ar (Hodder & Stoughton, paperback, 
£8.99). Things turn nasty when the 
squabble over an ancient manuscript 
leads to murder akin to one that fea¬ 
tured in a novel by his mystery writer 
wife Harriet. Jill Paton Walsh does Dor¬ 
othy L Sayers proud in this delightfully 
old fashioned whodunnit. 

Horror thriller The Girl With All The 
Gifts (Orbit, hardback, £12.99) is a 
tense and poignant post-apocalypse 
tale with a tender strand of maternal 
love at its heart. With sudden moments 
of gory violence, M R Carey (who 
writes for comics, including mighty

Marvel) has created a real page-turn¬ 
er blending the best elements from 28 
Days Later and Let The Right One In. 
After a bleak and powerful beginning, 
the story of special little girl Melanie 
becomes a tale of survival on the road 
as a band of survivors aim for home 
through a English countryside where 
lurking dangers include terrifying zom¬ 
bie-like Hungries and lawless Junkers. 

Chiller The Voices (Pan, paperback, 
£7.99) recalls the long hot summer of 
1976. Author F R Tallis is clearly a fan¬ 
tasy fan, making one of his characters 
a composer with the BBC Radiophonic 
Workshop, referencing Hammer hor¬ 
ror and Star Wars. In this slow-burn¬ 
ing haunted house story a family find 
strange voices leaking through electri¬ 
cal devices in their big Victorian house.

Vauxhall reveals latest Corsa

The fourth-generation Corsa 
will reach production later this 
year and is set to raise the class 
benchmark for driveability, com¬ 
fort and practicality in a model 
which has become a household 
name for British small-car buy¬ 
ers. 

Still one the UK’s top-selling and 
best-loved cars, the current model 
continues to garner affection from 
its owners thanks to its combination 
of compact exterior dimensions and 
clever use of cabin space - major 
considerations when the new car was 
conceived. 

As a result, the new fourth-generation 
Corsa is near-identical in length to the cur¬ 
rent model and retains its good space utili¬ 
sation for occupants.

Jeep Grand 
Cherokee a 
big player in 
the off-road 
car sector 

By Graham Breeze 


Jeep has just launched an all-new Grand 
Cherokee model but you will have to wait if 
you want the 3.0CRD V6 variety which was 
recently on test. 

The new model will initially only be available in 2.0 
litre variants so I was glad to get to grips with the big¬ 
ger diesel for a week. 

You just can’t question the credentials of this formidable 
off-roader, which comes with loads of equipment, but air 
springs are a must if you intend to spend most of the time 
on-road. 

The 3.0-litre V6 diesel engine is available in two tunes. 
The 188bhp version is available only in entry-level trim, while 
the rest of the range gets 247bhp. 

On test was the 247bhp version in CRD trim, a slick eight- 
speed auto transmission with a low-ratio. 

By any standards the Grand Cherokee is big and you 
would have to say a bit cumbersome. But you have to re¬ 
member it’s a Jeep with more history than the competition 
and that its origins lie off-road. 

It’s not quiet either, with engine noise always a problem, 
though wind and road noise are on a par if not better than 
some of the opposition. 

The Grand Cherokee is now nothing like the early mod¬ 
el which left you in little doubt that it was developed as a 
workhorse. Things are a lot more refined today and while 
not a cheap option it does cost less spec-for-spec than its 
main rivals. 

Comfortable 

Huge, armchair-like seats make it easy to find a comforta¬ 
ble position while the dash is entirely dominated by a huge 
colour touch screen that’s easy to use despite the bewilder¬ 
ing array of information on offer. 

There’s 782 litres of boot space despite the presence of 
a full-size spare beneath the floor - that’s massive and an 
outstanding feature in the sector. It’s disappointing though 
that there is no seven-seat option. 

You do get masses of leg and headroom for all five seats 
though and comfort levels are a million miles away from 
those experienced in previous models. 

You’re pretty safe in a Jeep with front, side, curtain and 
driver’s knee airbags, plus various systems warning you if 
you’re about to have an incident. 

Combined fuel consumption figures of 37.7mpg are very 
impressive, though you won’t win many friends these days 
with omission figures of 198g/km. 

Insurance 

There’s a top speed of 126mph and 0-62mph in 8.2secs 
and while fuel bills might be low expect to pay a high cost 
for insurance with the model sitting in the group 43 level. 

On the road, the 3.0litre Summit will set you back just 
under £50,000 but you do get climate control, automat¬ 
ic wipers, USB and auxiliary inputs, front and rear parking 
sensors, a rear-view camera, leather upholstery, a powered 
tailgate, electrically adjustable and heated front seats, and 
a stereo upgrade. 

There’s also sat-nav, a sunroof, blind-spot monitor and 
adaptive cruise control and a 19-speaker Harman Kardon 
stereo. 

You get a real sense of being in control when driving the 
Grand Cherokee, after all you do look down on most other 
vehicles. But most of all you do feel safe. 

For those used to driving the bigger 3.0-litre models, the 
wait for the new-look model will probably be worthwhile. 

Once you have owned a vehicle this size the rest are ir¬ 
relevant.
